TOUCHY PROBLEMS 


Washington, March 31—(AP)— 


Russia's demands for "Warsaw Pol- 
ish provisional government repre- 
sentation and three assembly votes 
for the Soviets at the San Fran- 
cisco 
conference 
posed 
touchy 


problems today for adjustment be- 
fore the meeting. 


Moscow vigorously insisted on 


an "early reply" from Britain and 
the United States to her latest 
claim—a seat for the provisional 
Polish government at next months' 
meeting of the "United Nations. 


It would be impossible, Moscow 


declared, to reorganize in time the 
Russian-sponsored Warsaw gov- 
ernment to include elements of the 
London Polish regime recognized 
by the two western members of 
the Big Three. The reorganization 
was agreed upon at Yalta but 
since it cannot be effectuated for 
the time being, the Soviets argued, 
the Warsaw group should get a 
San Francisco bid. 


••Russia's move to gain three 


votes in the general assembly of 
the proposec world league may 
have to itand on its own feet with- 
out preliminary American help. 


Despite a Yalta agreement by 


President Roosevelt to support the 
Russian proposal, there are indica- 
tions the American delegates may 
balk at taking any active part 
before the question actually is 
submitted to the San Francisco 
United Nations conference. 


To Have Free Hand 


Then their backing may consist 


of casting the delegation's vote for 
the Russian request. If it is de- 
feated by a conference in which 
the state department has said all 
nations will have one vote, a con- 
tingent 
American proposal for 


three seats in the permanent as- 
sembly will never toe offered. 


Delegates were told specifically 


by Roosevelt when he first in- 
formed them of his acquiesence to 
the Russian, suggestion a week ago 
that they would have freedom of 
action at San Francisco. 


It was said then that the ulti- 


mate decision must be reached by 
the conference itself, a point 
stressed 
in 
Thursday's 
White 


House announcement and reiter- 
ated yesterday by Secretary of 
Stale Stcttinius. 


Delegates are a little puzzled, 


however, about the extent of their 
freedom of action since they were 
told they were expected to support 
Uie principles of the Dumbarton 
Oaks formula. 


They still arc undetermined how 


they can reconcile that document's 
specific

that 
"each 


member of the organization should 
have one vote in the sreneral as- 
sembly" with 
the 
promise of 


matter of speculation as is the 
question of when it will arrive. 


The way things are going there 


may be no formal surrender of 
the Reicii as an entity. The coun- 
try ia being so carved to pieces 
by the numerous allied drives that 
there may be no central authority 
either military or civil, to speak 
for the nation. 


In short, as intimated by Gen- 


eral Eisenhower, surrender may 
be imposed on Germany piece- 
meal by the western allies and 
the Russians as we overrun the 
country. That being so, the time 
will arrive when Eisenhower and 
the soviet command will get their 
heads together and say: "Well, all 
resistance that's worth a tinker's 
dam has been knocked out. Let's 
call it V-E Day." 


That's the way observers gen- 


erally view the situation now. Of 
course the Hitlerite regime—or 
what's left of it—might suddenly 
decide to throw up the sponge, 
However, that would be one of the 
major surprises of the war, since 
an allied sentence of liquidation 
hangs over Herr Hitler and his 
bloody-handed captains, and they 
aren't likely to put the noose 
about their own necks. 
On the 


contrary they have well defined 
schemes which gradually are be- 
coming known.

The nazi distator and his gang 


already are gatheriing their pick- 
ed forces into their Alpine fort- 
ress near Berchtesgaden. 
From 


there they plan to direct an un- 
derground movement against the 
allies, and this already has been 
started.

aspired to great development of 
manufactures.

We have long enjoyed the dis- 


tant contemplation of Mayor F. 
H. LaGuardia's conduct of New 
York City affairs. And the long- 
er we contemplate it the more we 
wonder if both the mayor and the 
city aren't governed to some ex- 
tent by a. haunting necessity fa- 
miliar to most newspapermen. 


That is the necessity of hav- 


ing so man words of news or 
comment prepared for public con- 
sumption by a certain 
time. In 


short, a. deadline. 


Mr. LaGuardia is now newspa- 


perman. He doesn't like newspa- 
permen very much. That is why 
he abandoned press 
conferences 


some years ago and since has ad- 
dressed most of his remarks to 
New York citizens in a. 30-minute 
broadcast each Sunday afternoon 
on the city's own radio station. 


But 
he still is beset by the 


newspaperman's problem. 
Thirty 


minutes a week of new material 
requires a lot of words. We can 
sympathize with Mr. LaGuardia in 
his 
problem 
of finding 
those 


words. But we can envy him Ins 
peculiar 
advantage 
of making 


news of the colorful sort that the 
listeners—and voters — obviously 
like. And Mr. LaGuardia is noth- 
ing if not colorful. 


His style ranges from the chat- 


ty to.the theatrical. He takes an 
interest in anything of possible 
civic significance.'• People's diets 
and pleasures enlist his fatherly 
concern, and generally some sug- 
gestions on how to change both. 


He goes in for everything from 


recipes to threats. And while the 
recipes 
are 
economical, 
the 


threats are likely to be extrava- 
gant examples of towering wrath.

Manhattan, 
black-marketing 
in 


" Brooklyn, poker-playing in 
the 


Bronx or post-curfew 
revelry in 


Queens, and the tidings can call 


f forth dire warnings and predic-

this synthesis of sportscast. Sis- 
ters of the Skillet, Mr. Anthony.

That the parties 
were confused as to the interpre- 
tation of OPA regulations ig clear, 
but that the OPO was equally con- 
fused is just as certain."
